er which eight stars of the Chicagg; 
White Sox were forever barred 
from organized baseball.

missioner Landis made public, in- 
cluded letters Cobb Is purported to 
have written to Leonard, the Tiger 
pitcher. 
Fred C. West, who is not imme-

Refuses Comment , on

Speaker. 


"What about the status of Cobb 


and Speaker?" Commissioner Lan- 
dis was asked.
